Justice Surveyer 
Described Life of 
Joseph Frobisher 

Member of Northwest Trad- 
ing Company And Beaver 
Club 



GREAT FUR-TRADER 

Adtlrcss on Frobisher Deliv- 
ered Before St . James 
Literary Society 

"Joseph Frobisher" was the. subject 
ot Justice .1;;. Fubrc Sm-voyer's lecture 
bcforo the St. James Literary Society, 
last Might. Ju.-!ttco Surveyor, professor 
of Civil I'rocedurc at aioGllI, based 
his lecture on a French Manuscript 
from ' the McGlll LIbi-ary. Joa. Fro- 
bisher was tt pouicmporary of James 
McUlll aiul Simon MncTavl.iIi, find 
was one ot tho members of the famous 
Beaver Club. 

Joseph Frobisher was born in 17-10, 
in' Halifax, Yorkchirc. Ho had four 
brothers find two slaters. I'hrao of 
the brothers camo to Canada, Joseph 
being ono of them. In ITUS, ho made 
his first trip into the wilds of North- 
west Canada, as far as Saskatchewan. 
The brothers, together with some 
other traders . formed a cooperation, 
for tl)e benefit ot tho Indians and 
themselves. 

North West Company Formed 

After amassine a fortune, he re- 
turned to Montreal in 1778. He mar- 
ried the i)ext year. Hla vrealth de- 
clined and, in 1781, the Government 
sued the firm ot Benjamin (his oldest 
brother) and Joseph Frobisher. A 
settlement was arranged. In 1783, he, 
Simon MacTtivisb and several others 
founded the North West Trading 
Company which was a powerful com- 
petitor of the Hudson Cay Company 
until 1821. 

Frobisher then went out on ex- 
plorations with the company, until 
1784. In that year, he was on the Can- 
ada Committee, which petitioned tho 
Government for a constitution and re- 
forms. Tho following year, the firm of 
Benjamin and Joseph Frobisher 'dis- 
solved. 

Founding of Beaver' Club 

In 17Sfl, the Beaver, Club was form- 
ed. At least a year In the back-woods 
were tho requirements. For some 
years the club had no definite meet- 
ing-place, only meeting at various 
taverns. The next two years saw the 
death o£ hla two. brothers. At this 
time Frobisher belonged to the

Tend to Give Self-Depend- 
encc to Children 

"The problems which children en- 
counter in dubs, made up, and gov- 
erned by themselves, are tho problems 
of real life", said Dr. E. M. Best, in 
his lecture, "Boys' and Girls' Organi- 
sations". This mooting was one of 
a weekly series hold at the AVestmounl 
Branch ot the Y^.M.C.A. 

Althougli hereditary qualities In- 
fluence the character of a child, the 
environment in which ho lives has a 
much greater effect upon him. Usual- 
ly conflicting Ideas surround the young 
brain, and It leama many contradic- 
tory lessons; '«1111 there arc many bo- 
cletles which help to develop the char- 
acter along sane and natut-al lines. 
Four Types Of Clubi 

The ricsiro for money leads many 
people to appeal to the less worthy 
Instincts of those who seek amuse- 
ment; however there exist those or- 
g.inizatlonH which cater to the needs 
of tho children wltjiout .any mercen- 
ary motive. Such bodlés are ot four 
Id'pos, 

First, there are Iho clubs of the 
neighbourhood, which the children 
themselves organize; and these fre- 
quently, have a.most.gratlfyjng Influ- 
ence for good among their members; 
for children respond to tho opinion of 
their peers rather than to tho advice 
of their eldei-». Also if young people 
make their own rules, they will ah|do 
by them. 

Then -there are the oxtra-mural ac- 
tivities Avhich aohools foster. In these 
the pupils frequently, have, the op- 
portunity of BOlf-govei-nment, and the 
pxporlonco of making their laws or 
decisions for better or for worao. 
Community Clubi 

Conimunlly clubs may be tionsidcr- 
cd In two groups. Tho first group 
ministers to the needs of their mem- 
,ber« wlietlior^ they be physical, In- 
tellectual, ; jnoraj jt 9F,^vrellglou8. ' Such 
Boclelles are tho'TiM.'O.A., the Y;W.

Schools Concentrate on Cen- 
tres of Interest Rather 
Thon Studies 



"Education is the preparation for 
life.'' slated Miss Dorothy Cross, In 
nn addresn heforo tho Alumnno So- 
ciety, ye.Mlcnlay afternoon. Miss CrosH 
graduated in the Class of '2.1, anil 
I.Tlcr received tho doBrco of M.A. a.t 
Columbia University. Since then, 
Miss Cross has been- teaching, and is 
especially' intcrCHted^ in the new and 
progressive schools. 

Tho speaker went on to say that 
tho immature child is believed bj 
the old .xchool to possess a laclt, In 
other words, until a. child reaohc; 
adult age, he Is regarded ncg.Ttively. 
as possessing mental and spiritual 
holes iiilo which knowledge is cram- 
nted. The new school however thinks 
of the child, as full of the power lo 
grow. "Children," said Miss Cross, 
"should bo regarded not only with 
Interest and tolerance but also with 
a. degree of respect, of an unsenti- 
mental kind." 

Two Types of Sehoole 

■Growth through experiencing and 
meeting of varied conditions Is tlie 
common aim of the new and progrc; 
sive schools. The method of enlist 
Ing tho interest of the child is em- 
ployed. Tho methods vaiy and oj-c 
different according to the environ- 
ment. There are however, two gener- 
al types of school as regards cuiTi- 
culum and teachers. In ono the foal 
is ot primary importance whll» the 
co-operation of the child Is sought as 
a. means to attain this end. The 
other school depends upon the child 
rather than the subject matter. 
Many Ceuntriee Have Different 
Sehoots 

The new form of ;ichooî tries to 
present surroundings and a homelike 
atmosphere. In Germany and' England 
tho family life in school is particul- 
arly emphasized. Tho care for tho 
health of the scholar ' is considered. 
And tho strain from working over 
desks has been done away with. The 
cultiv.ation of pots and gardens teach- 
es tho child much, and in the pro- 
gressive schools this is Introduced. In

Become Paternal 

"Uncie .Sam has become paternal 
and considers and treats all Central 
and South American countrlea as step- 
children. IIo a l!snt, .s'ainsont, un- 
yielding, anil altogotlicr impossible 
fatiicr," said Lewis Uie flxst speak- 
er 'or the affirmative. With the pos- 
sible exception of Cuba and Panama, 
tho con.ntitutions of the states of Cen- 
tral and South America do not pro- 
vide for tho United Slates mingling in 
their affairs at all. Those countries 
gained their froedora by throwing off 
Spanish domination in the early years . 
of the nineteenth century. In 1SÏ3 ' 
tho United States brought out the 
famous Munroe Doctrine, ostensibly 
to prevent European countries from 
Interfering with tho newly freed 
South American countries. This was 
only a declaration of policy by the 
United States and not a treaty or 
agreement. It was not ratified by tho 
^outh American countries, What tho 
United States really wanted when 
they brought out the Monroe Doctrine 
was absolute anl undivided control. 
Admiras Frank Imperialism 

"While far from being an Imperial- 
ist himself, Lewis stated that he 'at 
least admired Britain's frank imper- 
ialism. This is in direct contrast to 
t!ie attitude ot tho United States, 
which has the samo tendencies but 
Is too hj-pocrUIcal to admit them.

The South and Central American 
countries formed the Pan-American 
Union at tho first conference promul- 
tratcd the following doctrines:— 

1. To retrain from the use of force 
In obtaining sc'Ltlcment ot claims. 

2. To refrain from any more terri- 
torial conciuest in .America. 

3. To refer all disputes to arbitra- 
tion. 

Then tho United States commenced 
to Intcrfcic. .nul, at a later confer- 
ence. Mexico was not invited solely 
because the United Statca did not 
want Uiem at the Conference. 
Cites Case of Nicaragua 
Recently tiio United States forced 
Alfonso Diaz on tlie presidential chair

The CorresiioiKlence column for the 
last day or two has been far from kind to 
the Athletic Board. Opinions vary all the 
way from violence to a gentle assertion 
that the arrangements could have been 
more officienUy handletl, and each writer, 
no doubt feels sincerely that there has 
been something amiss with arrangements 
at one or two of the recent hockey games. 
To a certain e.Klont tlie complaints are 
valid. There certainly was insufficient ac- 
commodation for student spectators on cou- 
pons at the Harvard hockey game. Hun- 
dreds stood throughout the evening and 
several other hundreds were turned away 
altogether. There is no doubt also that 
many outsiders usurped what should have 
been our seats in tlie section which should 
have been i^eserved exclusively for us. But 
"taking one consideration with another" 
the Athletic Board can make a fairly good 
reply to whatever accusations may be 
brought against it. 

In the first place the organisors of 
the Harvard game were working with non- 
university property through an outside of- 
lice and administrative staff which could 
hardly be c.\-j)ectcd to know all the ins and 
outs of McGill regulations concerning stu- 
dent attendance at games. True, the four 
day rule in the Handbook was broken but 
the Harvard game was not a regidarly 
.'^clieduieti fi.xture and no provision, was 
made for it in- the way of budget appro- 
priations. The Board was really going out 
of its way to bring Harvard here at alJ, 
and deviations from strict rules can surely 
be overlooked to some extent when so big 
and so doubtflil a project is being under- 
taken. 

As the constitution now stands Mc- 
Gill students on the payment of their 
seventeen dollars are entitled to admission 
to all McGill home games without reserva- 
tion. And witli regard to intercollegiate 
games it must bo admitted that no one has 
ever been excluded — until the incident of 
the crowded rush-end Ia.st .Monday — but 
now and again when iMcGill teams are 
playing in non-intercollegiate leagues there 
comes a mix-up. 

It is an undoubted fact that there was 
ju.sl cau.se for a great deal, of the criticism 
directed at the Athletic Board but it .should 
be borne in mind that if too many harsh 
words are uttered the Board may be dis- 
couraged in its efforts to make the Hai'- 
vard game an annual classic. Moreover, it 
must be admitted tiiat most of those who 
arrived on time were admitted to the 
Forum and saw the game very well.

It eaves the Alan- 
agcr of the Athletic Department the trouble of 
finding ATTRACTIVE aceommodaiion for stu- 
dents; and it ensures his salary. I strongly sus- 
pect that ho was instrumental In introducing the 
idea here. 

However, this business of always getting the 
scurviest seats, of having to wiitch football with 
tho sun in your eyes, and to peer at greatly fore- 
.shortened hockey games through a thick wire screen, 
grates on niy nerves. I dislike our being herded 
like sheep into the left-over places. 

Several ycirs ago, the scheme I refer to was 
adopted (in imitation of American practice) on 
the vote of two hundred or so students. There 
was a good deal of opposition to It at the time, 
but the good-natured apathy of the student body 
(most of whom did not bother to attpnd the vot- 
ing) allowed It to gel past. The following year 
it was re-voted (by a quorum of students h;ibtlly 
rounded up from the Union pool -room and tlic 
cafeterio), and since then. It seems to have be- 
come a part of tho University, like the stale clunr- 
ette-smoke and torn leather cushions of the "Urilon 
reading-room". With It came the policy of "stand- 
ing-room only for students", that has persisted lo 
tho present day.

of Nicaragua, though the people did 
not want him. In apito of the De- 
claration of the 'first Pan-American 
Congress these countries are really, 
colonies of the Vntted Statu. 

In Canada, the domination of the 
United States is not tangible. Here 
they can have no political domination 
so they dominate us ctUturally and 
soelalb*. 

Amerioan ' Influence Beneficial 
In opening tho negative side of the 
question, Victor Gutierrez allowed hi* 
opponent's argumenl that there is an 
Influence exercised by tho United 
States o\'«r these Latin-American 
countries, but he showed that this In- 
fluence Is not deleterious but bene- 
ficial. Conditions In the western 
hemisphero must be considered with 
regard to conditions in the rest of the 
world and not solely as if the Amerl 
cans existed as an entity sufficient 
unto themielves. 

The speaker. In continuing, rcmai-k 
ed that the affirmative seemed to 
wish Uie United States brought down 
to the level of Nicaragua, Venezuela 
and the rest, whereas the real solu- 
tion lies In tho building up of the 
smaller republics to the cultural and 
Intellectual level of the United States. 
Hia opponent's destructive view had 
a Communistic odour lo S^nor Gutter- 
rlez's mental nos». 

Young Countries Need Capital 
As a conclusion, tho orator x>ointcd 
out the obvious need that a young 
country has for capital. The United 
Slates happens to control a great dta. 
of the invcstnicats In Central and 
South America simply on account of 
tho Great War, v.-hlch caused mo5t 
of the European Countries to surrend- 
er their holdings as debt payments. 
Battle Of Facts 
Edmund Collnrd now launched a 
■Ithering fire of scorn over the heads 
of the ncg'itlvc. He gave a graphic 
description of Lewis marshalling his 
facts to att.ick the fort of tho enemy, 
and Iho enemy marshalling his facts 
to defend Kniil fort ronspicuously

He aal 
there to 17DG, when ho refused a re- 
nomlnatlon. In 1798. ho retired from 
business.

In tjio remaining 
years ot his life, ho' served on various 
comniillecs and cominls.iloiis for the 
government. His Iiouso was now kHu- 
ated on what Is .to-day known :is Guy 
ne.aver Hnll Hill, then as Frobisher 
Street. He died In 1812. McGlll, Selby, 
and ^IcGllllvruy were hIsVxocutors.
